- With 42,500,pars of oranges'and 
lemons already shipped out of the 
state, and with prospects of easily 
6000 more, it is now certain that 
the season's citrus crop of Cali­ 
fornia will prove greater than all 
early estimates and far exceed the. 
recor^brealdng output of 1910-

This is the welcome information 
given out by E, C, Dezell, assist­ 
ant general manager of the Cali­ 
fornia Fruit Growers' 
Exphange. 
He says there is no longer any 
question but that this year will 
set a new record. 
, - 
The Valencia oranges 
now 
being 
harvested and shipped have exceeded 
both in size and quality the most, s a u 
guine hopes of the beginning of the 
season, and it has been the Valenclas 
that have upset a)l early calculations 
together with 
the fdct that Central 
California has shipped more than it 
counted on. 


Each succeeding estimate 
dl 
the 
1913-14 crop since the beginning of the 
season that has been given out by the 
exchange has been greater than the 
last. 
In October, just after the < or­ 
anges had set on the [trees, the guess 
was 38,000 ct^rs. In December it went 
to 40,000. On January 7, General Man­ 
ager O. Harold Powell estimated that 
thecirop would amount to 43,000 cars,

The largest crop heretofore In the 
history of the California citrus indus­ 
try was that of 1910-11, when .46,309 
cars were shipped.
